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1 . Applicants' paper filed on 11/1 9/2008 have been received and entered. Claim 1 
has been amended. Claims 14 and 17 have been cancelled. Claims 1-13 and 15-16 are 
pending in the application. 

2. Applicants' remark has been considered, but it is moot in view of the new ground 

rejection. 

3. After reviewed and consulted with specialist with respect to claim subject matter, 
the following rejections have been issued. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-7, 11 -13 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims merely a 
method/process in defining, transforming, applying and inverse transforming, but do not 
appear to be any tie to a machine or apparatus, the claim is nonstatutory under 101 for 
failing to claim patent eligible subject matter. Further, a filter by itself is not appropriate 
in transforming and inverse transforming, but it rather refer to data or measurement in 
the filter to clarify the claim invention and incorporate to tie with a particular apparatus 
such show in claim 8. 

Double Patenting 

5. Claim 1 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 16. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
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proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claims 15 and 16 are identical, even-though, despite a slight difference in 
wording, claim 16 did not show storing seismic data. However, naturally, any operation 
of method/process should have data/signal to perform operation. Therefore, a storing 
data inherent present in claim 16 in order to perform the process with the same other 
functional contents cover such claimed in claim 15. Appropriate to cancel claim 16 is 
requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 8-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims and overcome the rejection as set forth in this 
office action.
